A Graphic Account of his Arrest and 
Journey Back to Georgia. 


Thinking that sufficient time had 
elaps°d since the return of ex-Gov. Bullock fo 
ali feelings of chagrin and trouble to have 
abated, and that he might now fecl readier to 
sp ak «+f his personai affairs. a reporter of THE 
GoNSTIFUTION yesterday sent hiscard up to room 
13 of the the Kimball house, to seek an inter. 
view with the occupant. 

At the moment he was engaged with his coun 
sel, Gen. L. J Gartrell, but in a few minutes 
we were requested to walk up. Entering, we 
found “the great bonded” sitting in an easy 
chair, talki.g with a friend. He received us 
affably and “excused himself to the visitor, Re- 
moving nearer to ore of the windows he enter- 
ed, without reserve, into conversat on. 

HIS APPEARANCE 

was that of ease +nd unconcern at the passing 
events. Now, that he was again in Georgia, 
free from the present detentions of the law by 
friends, and able togo aud come at will, he 
seemed to be restored to his former self and to 
iawardly and outwardly enjoy the situation. 
lie is constantly receiving the callsof friends 
and acquaintances, with but littl: differeuce be- 
tween the members of those )auked with the 
two political parties. He daily prom 
enades the streets ih compauy with 
Gov. Conley or some other of the clurest of his 
personal and political friends. Upon tuese ex- 
eursions a peed he usually walks under an um- 
brella. carrying a nosegay and with some 
thirg of the rear-back in the carriage of his 
person. 
His trunk arrived from Albion, N. Y., on Fri 
da~, having been packed ant sent forward to 
reach him here by the next train after his own 
arrivai. He dresses ne*tly in greyish pants, 
black alapacca sack coat and wears a high 
e-cwn black hat. His whiskersare greyer than 
when he left Georgia and sre worn with the 
English chin-cop outof the center. 

THE INTERVIEW. 
Not yet certain but that we were about to cx- 
perience a rebuff, by a refusal to be questioued, 
we threw cut a feeler: 

REPoRTER - Well, governor, 1 have called to 
have aquiet talk with you about yourself and 
your affairs, if you feel so disposed, and would 
pe glad to give through the columns of the 
Cons ITUTION whatever you might permit. 

Gov. B.—Rather an interview, 1 presume. 
While I would prefer not to say anything at all 
for publication, yet if the CONSTITUTION desires 
to give up any space to my views or expressions 
Ishall take pleasure in t:lking to you. 
hEORT-R What the CONSTITUTION desires is 
simply togratify the public curiosity about 
your feelings, and to hear whatever you may 
deem it wise or prudent to say We wish to 
giv it asnews simply and you can speak to suit 
your own inclination. 

HE WANTS IT UNDERSTOOD. 
Gov. B.—Well, sir, there isone thing I wou'd 
much like the people to know, and that is this; 
That the indictments to answer which lam 
here, are no new things. They are the same 
old indictments which have been hanging up 
here since I left and had to be hunted for a half 
a day yesterday before they could be 
found, They contain only the 
old charges. ‘here are no n w charges prefer 
red against me at all, Some persons I appre- 
hend, will! ave the idea that there has lately 
arisen a new necessity for wy return but this is 
not se, and I would like that fact understood. 
ALWAYS READY. 


REPORTER—You are ready to answer those 
charges, are you? 
Gov. B—Oh, yes, quite so, whenever my at- 
torneys agree. Ihave always been ready and 
willing to meet these accusations, There is 
nothing in them, wheu they come t be investi- 
gated. They were found at the irstance of the 
legislative committees and were doubtless be- 
lieved all right then. 
REPORTER.—When will you s ek to have these 
cases brought up for tri u? 
Gov. B —About that | cannot speak just now 
That matter is wholly in the hands of the attor- 
neys and while I know what they will do prob- 
ably, I should notlike to say anything about 
thet now. 
REPORTER—Who are are your attorneys, gov 
ernor? 
Gov. B—Gen. Gar'rell has been my attorney 
ever since I left the stateaud is now. He wil 
have his partners with him, I suppose. Then 
Judge McCay will be of the counsel, too. 
REPJRTER—Rumor says that Judge Lochrane 
has been telegraphed for, to return and assist in 
representing you ? 
Gov. B.—I received a telegram from him—he 
was at Louisville—tendering his services. That 
showed that he was ‘“‘true blue,’ you know. and 
I feel very grateful to him. Judge McCay and 
Judge Hopkius also offered, and Iam equally 
grateful to them 

NO FEARS ABOUT RELURNING. 
RerorTes—Did you have any fears about 
coming back t> Georgia? That is, did you ap 
prehend that you would have any considerable 
trouble ? 
Gov. B—Oh. no, none at all. There has been 
no time within the past two and a half years 
that I would have hesitated to come here lad I 
been informe< that it was necessary (0 have my 
presence. If the governor had wiitteu to me to 
come I should have done so. 
KEPORTER—Why did you not come then, gov- 
ernor? 
Gov. B— Well, there are several reasons must- 
ly of a personal uature, which did not urge me 
to come unbidden, Yet, I was always readyt> 
come whenever it was made known to me that 
my presence was necessary to secure the ends 
of justice, or would not be embarrassing to the 
admiuistration. ««<% 

COMING BACK TO GEORGIA. 

REPORTER—Are you coming beck to Georgia 
to stay? 

Gov. B.—Well, Iam here. 

REPORTER—But 1 mean are you thinking of 
making this your home? 

Gov B—I cannot auswer that just now, Al- 
bion is my old home, the place of my birth and 
where my father lives. Bota my father and 
mother are aged people and my br ther and 
myselfare the only children Siill they are so 
cial reasons. I have been in Georgia since early 
manhood aud for years before the war 
was in charge of large - corporate 
interes!s in this state. All my iuterests pecani- 
arily and otnerwise in business are here, and I 
am greatly attachei to the state, Our little 
daughter who has gone before us is buried on 
my lot in Augusta, end my wife nor I have ever 
found any place to which we would like to re- 
move her remains. 

ABOUT THE BOND. 

REP )RTER—You had no trouble about your 
bond? 

Gov. B.—No, sir. Ihave been highly grati- 
fieiat and feel more deeply than anything iu 
all my past experience the good will and sind- 
ness with which I have been received by the 
people. They heve treated m2 with all 
the courtesy and considerat:onfthat I could ask 
Col. Alexander promptly tendered himself with 
his associates as security and as soon as Sheriff 

Perkerson said he was satisfied the matter was 
at an end upon that point From what I have 
learned since I have no doubt if the matter had 
remained open a few hours there would have 
been, if necessary, two pages of names attached 
to the paper. 

REPORTER — You were relieved, then of any 
trouble on that score? 


Gov. B.—Yes, sir, quite to my gratification.

A tons Expedition and a Successful 
Termination—The Great Vamoser 
Caught at Dinner—He Wants to 


Come Auyhow. 
Chronicle & Sentinel. 


Our readers have already been advis- 
ed through the columns of the Chronicle and 
Sentinel of the arrest of ex-Governor & B Bul- 
lock, in Albion, New York, and his arrival in 
Atilantain charze of an agent of the state of 
Georg a. Fron Col. O. P. Fitzsimmons, who 
wamebarged by Gov. Smi h with the important 
and responsible duty of bringing back the fugi-' 
tive, we obtain the following particulars: 


On Sunday, the 14th, Colonel Fitzsimmons 
who was then in Augusta, received a telegram 
from a friend in Atiantate ling him that Gov- 
ern r Smith desired to see him on important 
business. As soon as possible Colonel Fitz- 
simmons went on to the capital. and on Monday 
had an interview with the governor. The latter 
infora.ed him that he desired to secure his ser- 
vices in effectiug the arrest of Governor Bul ock, 
who was at Albion New York He would make 
a requisition upon Govervor Tilden and felt 
sure that it would be honored. After deliberat-

Fitzsimmonsto Atlanta, and readered invalua- 
bie assistance.
